and 
nu rsing homes 
Ju ly 
1st? 
That is less than three short 
months away. 
Stu dies of statis­ 
tical data su ggest that conditions 
may 
become 
chaotic 
in 
some 
areas. 
The first wave of ou r senior 
citizens who will 
seek 
“free” 
hospitalization 
u nder 
medicare 
will he a big one. 
Natu rally 
those who can postpone a visit 
u ntil Uncle Sam will pay the bill 
are going to wait for Ju ly 1. Bu t 
doctors look for an even bigger 
flood tide of the elderly to knock 
on hospital doors at the first cold 
blasts of au tu mn. 
That is the 
season when aches, pains, and 
respiratory diseases really kick 
u p. 
So bering Fa cts 
Hospital beds in non-federal- 
governmcnt institu tions are esti­ 
mated to be abou t 790,000. Right 
now abou t 76% 
of 
these 
are 
occu pied. 
Bu t that figu re is an 
“average.” Like other “averages," 
it is misleading; 
for in many 
areas shortages of hospital fa­ 
cilities 
are 
already 
critical. 
Fu rthermore, there is no gu aran­ 
tee that big demands will not be 
made 
in 
precisely 
thp 
spots 
where beds are scarcest. 
Bu t empty hospital beds wou ld 
not solve the overcrowding prob­ 
lem. 
They wou ld be of little 
valu e withou t an adequ ate nu rs­ 
ing staff. 
And this is the weak- i 
est 
link 
in 
the 
m edical-care! 
chain, 100,000 job vacancies are ! 
reported in this field. The figu res j 
are 
broken 
down 
as 
follows: 
75,000 openings 
for 
registered 
nu rses and a need 
for 25,000 
practical nu rses. One of the most 
vexing shortages may be in the 
field of visiting nu rses. Visiting 
nu rses are slated to play a big 
part u nder medicare. 
Ju dging 
from the situ ation at present, it | 
appears inevitable that the su p­ 
ply will be far short of needs. 
Ho w Big The Rush? 
So mu ch for the availability — 
or lack of it — of dqctors and 
nu rses. An even bigger qu estion 
m ark is the probable size of the 
ru sh of senior citizens for “ free” 
care. Some government officials 
pooh-pooh the seriou sness of the 
overcrowding threat. Bu t the Su r- 


gean General feels that the su rge 
will be large. What is definitely 
known Is that patients over age 
65 now take afcou t one-qu arter 
of all hospital beds. What if this 
figu re ju mps to 30 per cent, or 
event to 4u |>er cent? 
Ou r only 
gu idcpost 
to what 
may lie expected is the history 
of Socialized 
medicine 
in Sas­ 
katchewan, Canada. 
There, re­ 
ports say, derpand dou bled When 
government medicine c a m e in 
. . . and in some areas appli­ 
cants for care trebled. The feel­ 
ing is beginning to grow here 
that any su ch ru sh in the U.S. 
cou ld create a condition border­ 
ing on chaos. If this shou ld hap- 
I>en, it wou ld of cou rse affect not 
only those over 65, bu t also ev­ 
eryone else — from babies on 
u p . . . everyone in need of 
hospitalization. 
Short-Changed? 
One thing is certain. It will 
take cool heads at 4dl medical 
and administrative levels to pre­ 
vent a jam-u p that cou ld harm 
the image of the medical profes­ 
sion and bring down anger on 
the heads of jjolticians who voted 
so hu rriedly for the “ leap for­ 
w ard” . . . withou t first look­ 
ing to see if the machine cou ld 
carry the new load. 
It is none too early to set u p 
screening boards. 
These wou ld 
attempt to keep the flow of se­ 
nior 
citizens 
toward 
hospitals 
from be c o m i n g an engu lfing 
flood. Unless this or similar ad­ 
vance moves are taken at the lo­ 
cal level, we may find that mcdi: 
care has become no care!

Mexico is done in the name of the Revolution of 
1910. The dominant political party, which always 
wins the elections hands down, is called the Party 
of Revolutionary Institutions. Yet time and again 
one hears it said by those who have had experience 
both north and south of the Rio Grande that the 
Mexico of today is less socialistic than the U.S.A. 
of Lyndon Johnson. 
The evidence is virtually official: an ex-pres­ 
ident of the Mexican Republic, when he has com­ 
pleted the single six-year term that is permitted 
him. goes back into private life to take a job that 
is important to the encouragement of private en­ 
terprise. Thus Miguel Aleman, whose presidency 
was more or less contemporaneous with that of 
H arry T rum an’s in the U.S., is now head of the 
National Tourism Council and deep in capitalistic 
adventures of his own. The incumbent president, 
Gustavo Diaz Ordaz, campaigned under banners 
that proclaimed "His Road, the Revolution. His 
Passion, Mexico," hut the most significant thing 
he has done in office has been to give personal 
land-ownership titles to 8,187 farmers in the state 
of Oaxaca who were formerly bound to plots in 
the communal "ejido” that could not be mortgaged 
at the bank for money to buy such essential tools 
as ploughs and tractors. 
In Mexico City itself there is a thriving bank 
on practically every important street corner. The 
personal income tax bears down less onerously on 
people in the higher brackets in Mexico than on 
their opposite numbers in the U.S. Mexico is. of

full-time enrollment 
at 
the College grew from an origi­ 
nal 193 in 1963 to 369 in 1964 
and to 595 in September, 1965, 
the beginning of the third year 
of college operation. It is an ­ 
ticipated 
with 
confidence 
that 
the Septemt>er 1966 full-time en­ 
rollment will be between 675- 
700 and that by 1970, the full­ 
time enrollment at the College 
will be between 950-1,000 stu­ 
dents. These growth projections 
are based upon a study of a n ­ 
ticipated high school graduates 
and the continued growth in the 
area which saw Ulster County’s 
population increased almost 13 
per cent between 1960 and 1965. 
This rate of growth made Ul­ 
ster County one of the fastest 
growing counties in the State of 
New York, outside of the more 
densely populated Metropolitan 
areas.

Consolidated, 
for their cooperation in making 
the West Chestnut Street build­ 
ing available to the College for 
a temporary home. Deep thanks 
and appreciation are also due to 
the Ulster County Board of Sup­ 
ervisors for their complete finan­ 
cial support of the College annu­ 
al operating and capital equip­ 
ment budgets.
